HE following work was written by that ve}j- 
ant and glorious advocate for truth, George 
Fax. the firſt founder of that ſect of Chriſtians who. 
are called iQuakers. Lhave thought proper to repub- 
liſh it, as I am of opinion that it contains many for- 
cible, many irreſiſtible arguments to a candid mind, in- 
favour of the Meſſiah having been come. Iconceive- X 
that God is willing at this time that the Jews ſhould 
be particularly called to partake of the bleſſings ot 
the Goſpel. We are ſoon to expect, I apprehend. 
that Chriſtianity will prevail in ſingular purity againit

the gates of hell, that the Jew, as well as the. In- | 


fidel, will ſoon bow, © at the name of Jeſus,” at 
which name we are taught, © that every knee thould 
bow, ““ and that thus the earth will be filled with 
the glory ofthe Almighty. Iwouldurge therefore the 
Jews, with peculiar earneſtneſs, but with meekneſs 
and with love, to give attention to the ſubſequent 
txeatiſe. At the (ame time I would urge thoſe who 
call themſelves Chriſtians, to relax from that ſeve- 
rity with which they have treated the Jews. Iwould 
urge them to conſider that the Jews were* once the 
darling people of the Almighty, that he © bore 
them on Eagles” wings, and that the ſacred pro- 
phecies declare he will again bleſs them after an ap- 
pointed time of affliction.— It is ſaid in Ifaiah, 
There ſhall be a root of Jeſſe which ſhall ſtand 
for an enſign of the people: to it ſhall the 
** Gentiles ſeek, and his reſt ſhall be glorious. 
And it ſhall come to paſs in that day, that the 
* Lord ſhall ſet his hand again the ſecond time, 
to recover the remnant of his people which ſhall 
* be left—— And he ſhall ſet up an enſign for the 
* nations, and ſhall aſſemble the outcaſts of Iſrael, 
and gather together the diſperſed of Judah from 
* the four corners of the earth.“ T And again it is 
ſaid in the ſame prophet of Iſrael, ** I will 
„ bring thy ſeed from the eaſt, and gather thee 
« from the weſt. TI will ſay to the north, Give up; 
and to the ſouth, keep not back: bring my ſons 
« from far, and my daughters from the ends of the 
« earth.“ T And it is ſaid in Amos, © AndIwill 
„bring again the captivity of my peoplelſrael, and 
they thall build the waſte cities and inhabit them; 
and they ſhall plant vineyards and drink the wine 
_ % thereof: they thall alſo make gardens, and eat 
cc the 


„ Philippians, it. 10. + xi. 16, 11, 12, f Aliil 3, 6. 
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4 the fruit of them. And I will plant them upon 
their land, and they thall no more be pulled out 


« of their land which I have given them, ſaith the 
«Lord thy God. * 

In regard to our conduct towards the jews we 
ſhould imitate St. Paul, who ſays. © Unto the Jews 
« 1 became as a Jew, that I might gain the Jews. f 
He never inſulted them in the manner that ſome, who 
call themſelves Chriſtians, inſult them. One would 
ſuppoſe, that the wanton abuſe of them for their re- 
ligious principles would irritate their minds, would 
inflame them to a deſire of revenge, and have a 
tendency to confirm them in their unbelici. They 
might from this entertain a diſguſt to the principles 
and the truth of the goſpel, - from the folly and the 
wickedneſs of thoſe who call themſelves its friends. 
St. Paul addreſſes them with the tenderneſs of a pa- 
rent towards his children. He ſays, © My heart's 


. « deſire and prayer to God far lſrael is, that they 


e might be ſaved.#” Our Saviour's miſſion was at 
firſt intended only for the Jews. © I am not ſent, 
© but unto the loſt theep of the houſe of Ifra- 
« el. ——He laments with an affectionate and 
pleaſing ſenſibility the invincible obduracy of the 
Jews.“ O Jeruſalem, Jeruſalem, which killeſt the 


_ « prophets, and ſtoneſt them which are ſent unto - 


«© thee: how often would I have gathered thy chil- 
« dren together, as a hen doth gather her brood 
„under her wings, and ye would not! Behold 
your houſe is left unto you deſolate——.” He 
ſhed tears over Jeruſalem when he reflected 
upon her coming deſtruction. And when he was 
extended by the Jews upon the croſs, with a pati- 
ence that triumphed over ſcorn and over torture, 
he . ſays, (O' admirable meekneſs! O-godlike | 
A'S benevo--

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benevolence!) © Father, forgive them, for they 
* know not what they do.*” Thoſe who wiſh to 
be the true diſciples of our Saviour and of his apo- 
ſtle, ſhould endeavour to act as they did in regard 
to this as well as in regard to other matters, If it 
ſhould be obſerved that the prophets mention that 


the Jews were to be, “ ſcattered among all people, 


and were to become, “a curſe, and an aſtoniſh- 
« ment, and a hiſſing, and a reproach,” I will an- 
ſwer, that it would become the true diſciples of 
Chriſt to aim rather to be the inſtruments of God's 
mercy than of his wrath, and that theſe prophecies 
refer to the time of the apoſtacy, from which dark 
and gloomy night, the glorious goſpel of our Lord 


and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt (for ever bleſſed be his 
name!) is going to emerge as brilliant as the day- 


ſtar. 


It would reflect immortal honour, it would attract 
the bleſſings of Heaven upon America, if tlie firſt 
impreſſion were here to be made upon the Jews as 
a nation. We ſhould give them a free and uncir- 
eum(ſcribed toleration. We have not led them away 
captive. 'We do not, or we ſhould not, with them 
to fit down and weep by the waters of America, 


and to hang their harps upon the willows that grow

It would . become thoſe ſtates in America, which 
can prudently alter their religious teſts, to alter 
them in favour of the Jews. It would become the 


Other nations of the world to imitate in this in- 
Nance the cuſtom of thoſe ſtates of America, which 


make no political diſtinction between a Jewiſh and 
a Chriſtian citizen. Our Saviour ſaid, © My king- 
dom is not of this world.f'”” Thoſe who demand 
an acknowledgement that the New Teſtament was

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written by divine inſpiration, before an admiſſion to 


the offices of a common- wealth ſay, that his king- 
dom is of this world. They ſpeak a language dif- 
ferent from his. In this point they are not Chriſti- 
ans. 

I conceive it to be our duty as followers of Chriſt, 
to extend our toleration to the Jews, without con- 
ſidering whether it would or would not tend to the 
temporal advantage of the common-wealth in which 
we live. There cannot be a doubt however, I 
ſhould think, with a reaſonable man, but that it 
would tend to the preſent and immediate intereſts 
of a ſtate. We are told by the apoſtle, that the 
whole Jewiſh nation is to be converted to Chriſti- 
anity, that © all Iſrael ſhall be ſaved.“ I con- 
ceive that the drawing a political line of diſtinction 
between us and them, has a tendency to prevent 
their converſion, that the unlimited toleration of 
them has a tendency to bring them over to the goſ- 
pel, and therefore that the unlimited toleration of 


them is the cauſe of God. 


I will beſeech you again, O ye Jews, © by the 
«© meekneſs and gentleneſs of Chriſt, f“ that ye 
would deliberate on the following treatife, which 
was not written to inſult but to inform, which 
ſprang not from hatred but from love. IL would 
beſeech you my friends (I hope that I ſhall ſoon call 
you my brethren) to attend, and not to be, “like the 


 #* deaf adder that ſtoppeth her ear; which will not 


& liſten to the voice of charmers, charming ever 
« ſo wiſely.F” At the ſame time I will obſerve to 
thoſe, who from fear, from intereſt, or from any 
unworthy motive, continue openly to profeſs Juda- 
iſm, while they ſecretly believe in Chiiſtianity, that. 
God will not deal lightly with ſuch as reject his vi- 

. ditations»

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ANIEL was a man greatly beloved of 
God, who interpreted Nebuchadnezzar's 
dream: and Nebuchadnezzar's dream concerned him- 
ſelf, and the whole monarchy, (the. head of Gold) 
and concerned the Perſian monarchy, (the breaſt of 
ſilver) and concerned the Grecian monarchy, (the 
belly and thighs of braſs) and concerned the Ro- 
man monarchy, (the legs of iron, and the feet of 
iron and clay): and the breaking of all theſe to. 
pieces as the chaff of the ſummer threſhing-floor, 
and the wind carrying them away, that no place for 
them was found. And it was the ſtone that ſmote 
the image of Gold, &c. and became a great moun- 


tain, that filled the whole earth. And is not this

ſtone the Meſſiah? For Daniel ſaith, whom ye do 
believe as a Prophet and beloved of God, In the 
days of theſe kings ſhall the God of Heaven ſet up a 
kingdom, which ſhall never be deſtroyed. [ Mark, in 
the days of theſe four monarchies] and the king- 
dom thall not be left to other people, but it ſhall

Was not this ſo, when the virgin had a 
child the Meſſiah, the Immanuel, when that ſign 
was brought forth among you, according to Daniel's

And Ifa. xxxii. Behold, aking ſhall reign in rigliteciiſ 
neſs, Se.

A mon ſhall be as a hiding place from the wind, and a 
covert from the tempeſt, as rivers of water in a dry place, 
and as the ſhadow, of a great rock in a weary land. And

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And Ifa. xxxv. where it ſpeaks largely of the Meſ- 
fiah, who hath made the wilderneſs a ſolitary place. glad, 
and hath confirmed the weak hands and feeble knees, and 
made the fearful hearts ſtrong, and opened the blind eyes 
and deaf ears, and made the lame man to leap, the 
tongue of the dumb to fing, and the wilderneſs and the 
deſert water-ſtreams, and her parched land to become a 
pool, and thirſty land ſprings of water: we who own 
the Meſſiah, the Immanuel, the ſon of the virgin, 
the ſign to you, whoſe hands are weak, and knees 
feeble, and land parched thirſty, wanting the ſprings 
that be heavenly, and tongues are dumb, concerning 
the Meſſiah being come, having not the tongue of 
the learned to know the times and ſeaſons to be 
in the Father's hand. And Ifaiah tells you of a 
way, that ſhall be called the way of holineſs, which 
all be for thoſe, the wayfaritig-men, though fools, ſhall 
nat err therein; and the redeemed ſhall walk in it, and 
the ranſomed of the Lord. Now are not your eyes 
blinded to this way, and your cars deaf from hearing 


it, this way of holineſs, where the unclean ſhall not 9 


walk over it? mark, is not this the way, the Meſ- 
ſiah? and in Iſaiah xlii. where he ſaith, Behold my 
fervart whom I uf ho!d, my ele in whom my ſoul delight- 
eth; I haye put my ſpirit upon him; he ſhall bring forth 
judgment to the Gentiles. And this the Gentiles witneſs, 
though your eyes are blind and cannot ſee this elect, 
this ſervant, in whom God's ſoul delighteth, and 
hath put bis ſpirit upon him, who hath brought forth 
judgment to the Gentiles : a bruiſed reed he ſhall not 
break, and the ſmoaking flax ſhall he-not quench ; he ſhall 
bring forth judgment to truth; he ſhall not fail nor bs 
diſcouraged, till he hath ſet judgment in the earth, and 
the iſles ſhall wait for his law, & c. And many have 
received hislaw, though you Jews have had the law, 
and the prophets have ſpoke of him that was to 
come, who is come; you have ſhut your eyes and 
ſtopped your ears, and have not received his law, 

though 
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though you read in the law and the prophets of him; 
but I "the Lord have called thee in righteouſneſs, and 1 
will hold thine hand; I will keep thee; I will give thee 


for a covenant of the people, for a light of the Gentiles : 


is not this the Meſſiah? is not this the Immanuel 


that is born of the virgin? yes, the Gentiles received 


this light and covenant, many thouſands, and wit- 
neſſes both the promiſe of God, and the prophecies 
fulilled. And further he faith, The Lord jaith. that 
lie will open the eyes of the biind, to bring the priſoners 


from the priſon, and them that fit in dirineſs out of the 


prijon-houje: I am the Lord, that is my name, and my 
glory will I not give to another, neither my praije to graven 
images: behold, ſaith he, the former things are come to 
pajs, and new things do I declare; before they ſpring forth 
I tell you of them: ſing unto the Lord a new ſong, and 
his praije to the ends of the earth, c. And you 
may ſee further; the iſles and the inhabitaiits there- 
of ſhall give glory to God, and declare his proije in 
the iſtes. *

this thy condition? behold, thus ſaith the Lord, which 
maketh a way in the ſea, and a path in the mighty waters, 


Sc. Remember ye not the former things, neither conſider . 
the things of old, becauſe I will make a new thing, and 


now it ſhall ſpring forth, and ye ſhall not know it; the 
beaſts, of the field ſball honour me, &c. Now conſider 
how ye have not truly minded the old things, nor 
the new thing. | 

And Ifa. 1.-Doth not he there ſpeak of the Meſ- 
ſiah, of the Son of Man who was not rebellious : 
he that turned not away his back, but ſaid, IJ gave my 
back to the ſmiter, and my cheek to them that plucked 


off the hair, and hid not my face from ſhame and ſpit-- 


ting? And was not this the Immanuel, born of a 
virgin, who came among you, according to the num- 
ber of Daniel, the Meſſiah? did not you ſpit upon 
him? did not you whip and ſcourge him? and did 
he tnrn his back from you ſmiters, whoſe eyes was 
biinded; but the Lord had given him the tongue of the 
learned, that he ſhntd know how to ſpeak a word in ſea- 
fon to him that is weary, &c.

And now ye that-will not reccive the Meſſiah,

this covenant, and come into this covenant, your 
ſins and iniquities will be forgiven, and be remembred 
no more. So God ſaith, I will give him for a covenant, 
meaning his Meſſiah, he that is born of a virgin, 
that you crucitied: if you receive not him, do you 
think your fins and iniquities will not be remembred ? 

And how can you or dare you take the title to be
